HENRY  L.  JEWETT 


The  originator  of  this  rare  and  beautiful  collection  of  coins 
and  medals,  was  born  in  Granby,  Hartford  Countv,  Conn, 
the  29th,  of  August  1821,  and  died  in  Macon,  Ga.  the  28th, 
of  January  1897.  He  came  to  Macon,  Ga.,  when  but  thirteen 
years  old,  where  an  elder  brother  had  preceded  him,  and 
and  with  whom  in  his  earlier  life  he  was  associated  in  business. 
Plis  long  life  work  here  was  marked  by  the  highest  standard 
of  business  integrity  in  mercantile,  banking  and  railroad  pur¬ 
suits,  In  educational  matters  and  in  church  work  he  took  an 
active  interest  and  by  his  noble,  generous  and  stainless  life 
left  an  impress  on  the  minds  and  hearts  of  all  with  whom 
he  came  in  contact. 

In  early  boyhood,  he  developed  a  fondness  for  history 
and  the  collection  of  old  coins,  and  as  success  in  business 
warranted,  after  careful  research  of  what  was  rare  and 
beautiful,  added  such  to  his  cabinet  through  correspondents 
in  Europe  and  America,  until  at  his  death  his  cabinet  com¬ 
prised  one  of  the  finest  collections  of  coins  and  medals  to  be 
found  in  any  private  collection  in  America. 

This  cabinet  of  the  old  and  modern,  of  the  quaint  and 
beautiful,  of  the  artistic  and  crude  unfolded  a  flood  of  ligdit 
of  the  world’s  coinage  and  history,  that  in  his  leisure  moments 
was  an  unfailing  source  of  interest  and  intellectual  en  joyment.
